Dear Experts, 

Thanks for the information on the #81 bulb to be used as a fuse for the 
TV-7 tube tester. I purchased a box of 10 locally in Springfield Virginia 
from Grainger. 

I have restored a Hallicrafters SR-150 Transciever that operates on the 
80,40,20,15, and 10 meter ham bands. When I found it, the 12DQ6 tubes in 
the output stage had been replaced by two 6146's but the plate clips were 
two small to fit. The filament and grid terminals on the tube sockets had 
been rewired but I guess the modification was not otherwise 
completed. 


After the final amplifier was constructed and neutralized, 
I was able to get 80 Watts RF out average on 80 meters. The other bands 
put out about 60 Watts except 20 Meters which only gives 40 Watts. This 
transceiver was put to good use last weekend on Field Day. 


The 100 kHz crystal in the SR-150 is broken. The 100 kHz oscillator is 
used as a calibrator. 


QUESTION: Does anyone have a 100 kHz crystal in an HC-13 package that can 
operate in a vacuum tube Pierce oscillator circuit? I would pruchase a used 
crystal instead of having JAN or I.C.M. fabricate a new one.

In a private email message to me, Andrew Emmerson, G8PTH, reminded me that 
cellulosic lacquers were used until the late 1960's in home entertainment 
radios and televisions. Since this group rarely mentions these (leaving 
their discussion to the rec.antiques.radiot+tphono Usenet newsgroup), I had 
assumed that we were talking about conventional amateur radio and military 
radio equipment. Andy's advise about lacquers is very good, however, and 
we should save a copy for when we do run across these finishes. Andy 
mentioned to me that the cellulosic finishes were generally replaced by 
"stove enamels" and then by epoxy. "Stove Enamels" are what we call 
baked-on enamels in the USA. The following is part of my reply to Andy; I 
hope the group gets a little more knowledge here. I think the best policy 
is for everyone to save ALL the posts on refinishing. Use the information 
that best applies to their particular need -- and THEN let the rest of us 
know what worked AND what did not. We, unfortunately, learn best from our 
mistakes but perhaps we can prevent other from making similar mistakes! 
Thanks, Andy, for some good information.

Lacquer finishes were quite popular here on wooden cased radios but most 
commercial amateur radio gear and all military equipment went to the 
"stoving" enamels by the 1940's. Lacquers continued in their popularity 
with wood cases, however. I guess I tend to ignore home entertainment 
receivers and concentrate on amateur and military gear. I apologize for 
this bias, and I plan to post something about this to the group. 


Epoxy paints, too, have been relegated to older technology for new 
equipment finishes. With government regulations regulating solvent 
emissions, the USA has been moving in the direction of very high solids 
content paint and powder coatings. Powder coating are generally applied 
electrostatically and then passed through an infrared oven where the 
coating melts and fuses to the surface. It then generally cross-links 
making it a tough and extremely durable surface. Powder coatings are 
generally used where a textured surface is wanted. For high-gloss 
applications such as automobile finishes, special slow-evaporating 


solvents are used in high-solids paint to give the paint time to flow and 
smoothe properly. Eastman makes two such solvents, EEA and EEP (ethyl 
ethoxy acetate and propionate), but I would advise against using such 
solvents at home (even if they were sold to the public, which they are 


not). 


The cellulose esters are making a little comeback for use in new 


automotive paints. The paint chemistry, however, has been modified so the 
finish is not really a lacquer. 


Looking into my "crystal ball", I predict that we may see more cellulose 
ester use in lacquers sold to the public. This is because acetone has 


been 


removed from the SARA 313 list of hazardous materials. Data 


presented by Eastman was in large part responsible for removing much of 
the regulations against acetone. Acetone is EXTREMELY flammable, and you 
still need lots of care when working with it, but it is far less toxic 


than 


most other solvents. I expect to see many acryllic lacquers being 


replaced with cellulose esters in the next few years because acetone as a 
solvent is far safer than toluene and chlorinated hydrocarbons.

There is a very good write up on Radio magazine in the 50th anniversary issue 
of CQ magazine (Jan 1995). Actually this is the only CQ magazine I have that 
is worth keeping. This issue had a 75 or so page suppliment section covering 
the happenings over the 50 years of CQ's publication. 


Here's the Radio Magazine History in a nut shell: 

- Began publication in 1933 

- Merged with the west coast R9 magazine in 1936. Still called Radio. 

- Started going down hill during WWII. Also, started to include HI-FI articles. 


- Sold to John Potts and Sandy Cowan (of CQ Magazine fame) in 1944. 
Subtitled "The Journal for Radio-Electronic Engineers". 


- Turned more and more broadcast oriented. Name changed to Audio Engineering 
in 1947. 


- Name changed to Audio in 1954. It still is published today. 


Cowan and Potts did start up CQ magazine in 1945 to basically take Radio 
magazines place. So all-in-all I'd say QST is a better bet. I do miss those 
old "Ham Radio" magazine, now called Communications Quarterly and published by 
guess who..... CQ publishing.... 


I do have the full 1938 year (10 issues, they didn't have a magazine in August 
or September).

Having participated in the upgrade of that VLF antenna sometime 
around '68 or '69, I might have a few tidbits of interest, but 
you'd better look at it quick - I understand the Navy's giving the 
land back to the civilian side of the house, and the antenna is 
apparently not being used any more... 


The array consists of eight towers supporting a horizontal curtain 
(there's a ninth tower in the vicinity, but I think it was used 
simultaneously for Loran or some such application). The tallest 
one is a radiator and sits on an enormous Lapp insulator (no coke 
bottles here - the tower weighs many tons.) If memory serves me, 
the original insulator cracked during installation or shortly 
thereafter - big dispute as to whose fault it was. My 
recollection is that the towers were 600 feet tall, with the 
central one somewhere around a thousand feet, but I may be mixing 
it up with the one I built in Lemoure, ND a year later. Back then 
I was told that the three "RKO" free standing towers at the south 
end of the array were derived from the old Navy arc transmitter 
site overlooking Arlington National Cemetery (site was actually 
called Radio, Virginia), but I can't swear it's factual. If true, 
they've obviously had to have been refurbished a few times, since 


the Arlington station was commissioned in 1913 and shut down 
sometime early in the War. 


> They are, BIW, quite beautiful -- at least to my eye. 


Beauty is in the eye of the beholder, but this excerpt from one of 
my BUSHIPS Radio and Sound Bulletins dated 1 July 1944 certainly 
agrees with you. Speaking of the Arlington Radio Station, it 
said, "The removal of the station, long a landmark of early naval 
radio and presenting a striking and pleasing sight across the 
Potomac River from Washington, with the tracery of its towers 
outlined against the sky, was seemingly necessitated by the 
hazards they presented to aerial navigation." (They were in the 
flight paths of both National airport, Bolling Field, and NAS 
Anacostia.)

Jim asked about storing electronic equipment in the garage. I'll assume you 
don't really want to get it out and play with it too often, so a little 
inconvenience can be tolerated. 


Moisture and dust are your big enemies, oxygen in the air to some extent, 
but much less so if you can keep the moisture out. 


I use heavy plastic bags or rolls of polyethylene sheet (Visqueen). 4 mil 
thick is good, but 6 mil is better, as it won't rip as easily. 


Try to package the item when the humidity is low and has been low for 
several days, or take the item into a more controlled environment for 
several days before packaging. 


Get some silica gel dessicant packets - lots of places sell these, the best 
price I've found is Sigma Chemical, P.O. Box 14508, St. Louis, MO. 63178 
(314) 771-5750. They sell a quart can full of dessicant packets (part no. 
S-8394) for something like $8.00, if memory serves me on the price. 


Put 3 or 4 dessicant packets in or around the item you're packing, wrap it 
securely in the plastic sheet or bag, squeezing out as much air as you can, 
then tape it up securely. If you want to get fancy you can suck out the air 
with a vacuum pump (in a pinch the intake manifold vacuum on your car works 
for an expedient vac. pump), or purge the air with dry nitrogen gas, but 
these usually aren't needed. You can also get a heat sealing iron and heat 
seal the poly, but rolling tightly and taping works fine. 


This will leave your equipment clean and without rust even after many months 
(or years) of storage. If you have mice, they may chew throught the 
plastic, compromising the protection, but placing the whole thing in a more 
rigid container (those big Rubbermaid tubs work pretty well) usually deters 
the little critters.

The thickness of the base material will 
definitely affect bleed-through. There is one other subtle problem that I 
have read about and that is the long term 're-alignment' of the particles 
(dipoles) in the magnetic media. In otherwords, over a period of time, the 
particles drift out of position from where they were originally aligned by 
the magnetic head of the recording device. Personally, I have never kept any 
recorded media long enough to be affected by this. In today's rapidly 
changing world, to ensure survival, archival information may have to be 
regenerated if it's on magnetic media or transferred to some other media of 
the future. My guess is that the operating system and 'reading' devices for 
today's media will become obsolete long before and magnetic particles start 
drifting :-)

Well, my R390A is now located in the radio room, and I've been 
looking at how to integrate it into the station. 


The only manual I have at this point is the Operator's Manual, which 
is mighty thin on the use of all of the rear panel connections. It 
appears that the way to mute the thing during transmit is to 

ground the "Break In" connector (with the front panel switch 
appropriately set). Naturally, every other receiver in the shack 
requires an NC relay connection which opens on transmit, and that's 
the way all of my muting relays are wired. 


Before I add new cables to the NO relay contacts, I thought I'd 
better ask if this is the correct way to mute the R390A. Does this 
feature have any problems associated with it, similar to the one 
associated with the "standby" position of the mode switch?
